Iy conclusive. Mr, Galbraith adheres to the
original facts of his conversations with the Sor-
veyor of the Port. e re-affirms that Mr. Coch-
rane did admit that e bad seen the ledter “not
a great while since,” that he would look it up,
and that it did sympathise with the Vano Buren
free soilers of 1848, If it were necessary, we
could produce two other witnesses to sustain
the testimouy of Mr. Galbraith; but we econ-
sider his statement a complete settler of the
matier at isspe. But to sausfy the public cn-
riosity, and to settle the guesiion beyond all
cavilling, why does noi  the President per-
mit Mr. Cochrane to put his hand in his breeches
pocket and bring out, that letter—that myste-
rious letter—that Searlet letter—to the light of
day. Till that is done the public judgment
muet be that it is a free eoll Van Bu-
ren Buffalo platiorm letter, which, if brought
out. would establish the nomination and the
clection of General Dierce as a fraud upon his
party, and a frand upon the country. The non-
appearance of the letter, or ite sudden disap-
pearance, ie enough. and betraye those free soil
proclivities and sssociations, on the part of
General Pierce, which may yet result in treach-
ery from the White House on the Nebraeks
question, unless the Souih apd the friends of
Pouglas are shrewd and vigilant. Let the
Sonth look to the White Honse and the Cabi-
net with a jealons eye. till this Searlet letter in
brought out, Why not give us the letter?

Tur lemmses or Darres—Inportant Newa,—
We pullish to-ley an interesting Joiter from
Raobert Nelson, of the DBritish surveying expe-
dition, defailed from the ship of war Virago,
on the Pacifie side, to make an exploration
across the Isthmus of Darien, with the view of
ascertaining the advantages or disadvantages
of that isthwus for the excavation of a ship ca-
nal between the two oceans. The report goes
very far to sustain the representations of Dr
Black. which resulted in the despateh a few
werks since of the sloop of war Cyane Ly our
government, for an oflicial survey of the route
indicated between the Lay of San Migue! cn the
Pacifie, and the lny of New Caledonian on the
Atlantic gide. From the reports of the British
surveying party, it appears that the party
eroeeed the country until they got within about
eight miles of the Atlantic. of which ocean they
had an excellent view. They encountered s
plainof scme twenty-two miles in length, and
in no part of it did they find the elevation
greater than fifty feet above the level of the
feg.

If thi= report ie confirmed by Lieut, Strain,
of the Cyane surveying corps, and by the
French expedition detailed for the same pur-
poge to the same quarter, then is the question
of the route for the greal interoceanic canal
hetween the Atlantic and Pacific a “*fixed faet.”
That it will be confirmed we have no reason to
doubt. We shall wait, however. wiih great in-
tereet the more thorough exploration whieh will
unquestionally be made of the whole route.
irom end to end, by our own expedition.
